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DETAILED ACTION 

After careful review of the application, it is noted that 
the restriction requirement is required.

patentably distinct . species of the claimed invention: 

Species 1: claims 1, 3-20, 22 and 24-61, a pliable 
structure being adapted to be inserted into a pocket and to 
reflect light no matter which side or which end protrudes from 
the pocket; and 

Species 2: claim 21, a pliable structure being adapted to 
removably attach to clothing, wherein the first and second sides 
include four holes.
